OCEAN BATHERS. 



Provisions For Saving the 
Drowning People. 



Some I -'inures About the Num- 
ber Who Bathe In the 
Surf. 



Atlantic City, Aug. 6.— (Special.) 
—A squad of twenty brave men 
with red shirts and long blue knit- 
ted trunks patrols the beach of At- 
lantic City to rescue the drowning, 
and during the bathing hours ol the 
day, from 10:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 1, they are busy. Scarcely 
a day passes without the saving ol 
some reckless fool from a watery 
grave, and on Saturdays and Sim- 
days, when the big excursions come- 
down from Philadelphia and othei 
towns in the State, the list of tin 
icued often runs up to thirty o 
forty. On those days most of tin 
people who are saved from theii 
own folly are men who have been 
drinking, "hayseeds," who 
norant of the peculiarities of the 
ocean, or young men whothink they 
are line swimmers and want to 
"show off." Each of the beach pa- 
trolmen has a lifeboat, and during 
the bathing hours usually rides in 
it, just outside the breakers, when 
he can see up and down his beat, 
and row immediately to the relief of 
the drowning. Last year over 700 
people were rescued by these 
twenty men, and only six were 
drowned among all the millions 
that bathed at Atlantic City. 

The average number of bathers 
on week days during the season is 
about 10,000. On Saturday the 
number runs up to 25,000 and 30,- 
000, and on Sundays as high as 
10,000 and 60,000. There are over 
$,000 bathing suits for hire at the 
>ath houses along the board walk, 
vithout counting the private suits 
that belong to the cottagers and 
he guests at the hotels. Some.. I 
beta suits are used twice and some 
hree times a day. As fast as they 
re discarded by one set of cus- 
tomers they are throw n into tubs of 
boiling water, wrung out and 
passed through the drying room:, 
where in half an hour they are 
ready to be used again. Some of 
the bathing houses have as many 
as 2,000 suits, and last Sunday one 
ol them accommodated oyer 5,400 
patrons. There is no place where 
so many people bathe in th 
during the course of the year

THE LADR0NBS. 

Intertitlng Information Concerning TtU 

Group of Island*. 

The Lndrono group, whoec indus- 
tries have, been blighted by Spanish 
rule, comprises about 20 islands, only 
five or six of which are inhabited, the 
rest being mero dots on the ocean, the 
tip* of volcanoes which have sunk, the 
DtStn the sea ns the trust of the earth 
at this point subsided. The principal 
islands of the group are fluahnn, Rota, 
Aguiion, Saypan and Tinian; hut the 
largest, Ouahan, which has an aera 
of only 200 square miles, forms nearly 
one-half the land area of the entire 
group. Lying ns they do, almost di- 
rectly uncrer the equator, they have 
every variety of tropical product and 
under proper conditions their popula • 
Hon might become wealthy from ag- 
riculture alone, for no finer cotton, 
coffee, sugar, nor tobacco, can 1ms 
grown in the world than arc raised in 
the Ladrone island'. The people labor 
no more than they are obliged to, and 
IU the tropics no one is really com- 
pelled to work, for an abundant sup- 
ply of food grows without cultivation, 
and clothing and shelter arc almost 
unnecessary. 

The present islanders are mostly 
descendants of settlers from Morieo 
or from the Philippine islands. The 
people do not differ materially from 
the natives of the Philippine! and al- 
though the islands have several good 
harbors the Spaniards have done lit- 
tle or nothing for their improvement. 
The most considerable town on any 
of the group is .Saypan, on the island 
of the same name, the houses of which, 
like most of those in the South Sea 
islands, arc elevated on piles from two 
to four feet above tin ground. There 
are few Spanish settlers on the islands 
and the hold of Spain upon the group 
has been for the most part nominal. 

It is a singular fact, discovered 
by Anson, that (here are evidences On 
several of the islands of n former civili- 
zation. Cyclppean ruins exist, the 
architecture and dimensions of the 
stones closely resembling the great 
ruins found in the island of the Greek 
archipelago. These lonely isles must 
therefore, at one time, have been a 
peat of civilization. Perhaps it was 
before they became islands, for the 
Ladrone islands are the remains of a 
mountain chain, which traverses tho 
Pacific from north to south, having 
branches to the cast in other scattered 
groups which here and there dot the 
surface of the sea. 

To the United States the value of 
the islands is at present principally 
military, as furnishing harbors and 
coaling stations, but under an enlight- 
ened government there seems no rea- 
son to doubt that with proper cultiva- 
tion the cotton of the islands would 
eepial that produced along the const 
of South Carolina, the sugar would 
rival that of Cuba and Puerto Ifieo, 
and, it is said, that the tobacco of the 
Ladrones has a flavor equal to that of 
Vuelta Abajo valley. Any develop- 
ments within limits of climate and soil 
is possible under civilized govern- 
ment, and the Ladrones may have be- 
fore them a future as great as that 
which lies before Puerto llico. 

The islands were discovered by 
Ferdinand Magellan on March (I, 
LfiSL He named them Ladrones, oi 
Thieved islands. Xot Ions after Ma- 
gellan perished in a fight which he and 
his men provoked with the Philippine 
islanders. Of his five ships, only one. 
with 13 men, returned to Spain and 
many years elapsed ere any attempts 

he had discovered." Towards the end 
of the seventeenth century, a military 
expedition from Mexico took posses- 
sion of the islands and renamed them 
the Mariana group. The native* at 
that time numbered at least -10,000, 
scmie estimates placing the popula- 
tion as high as 60,000, but following 
their usual custom elsewhere, the 
Spaniards soon exterminated almost 
the entire population.— Milwaukee 
Sentinel, p

ing editor of the Aurore, were sen 
tenced each to a year's imprison- 
ment, w ith 3,000 frances fine and tc 
pay the cost of the suit, which wa* 
for libel brought against them by 
the officers who composed the Ester- 
hazy court-martial.
